ORIGINAL DISCIPLINARY PETITION

TO THE HONORABLE JUDGE OF THE COURT:

Petitioner the COMMISSION FOR LAWYER DISCIPLINE, a committee of the State Bar
of Texas (hereinafter referred to as the “CFLD’), complains of TINA M. ANDREWS
("hereinafter referred to as “Respondent™) as follows:

I.
DISCOVERY CONTROL PLAN

Pursuant to Rule 190.1 of the Texas Rules of Civil Procedure, CFLD intends discovery
in this case to be conducted under Discovery Control Plan - Level 2 as provided in Rule 190.3
of the Texas Rules of Civil Procedure.

_ II.
PROCEDURAL BASIS FOR SUIT

The CFLD brings this disciplinary action plirsuant to the State Bar Act, Texas Government
Code Annotated §81.001, et seq. (Vernon 1988 and supp. 1994), the Texas Disciplinary Rules
of Professional Conduct, and the Texas Rules of Disciplinary Procedure. The complaint that

forms the basis of this Disciplinary Petition was filed on or after May 1, 1992.
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IIL.
VENUE AND SERVICE

Respondent is an attorney licensed to practice law in Texas and is a member of the State
Bar of Texas. Respondent's principal place of practice is Harris .County, Texas, and therefore
venue is appropriate in Harris County, Texas, pursuant to Rule 3.03 of the Texas Rﬁles of
Disciplinary Procedure. An officer may service citation upon Respondent located at 12503
- Exchange Drive, Ste. 524, Stafford, Texas 77477.

IV.
FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION

On or about April 16, 1997, the 11th Judicial District Court of Harris County, Texas, in cause
number 96-17707, found Respondent engaged in professional miscondﬁct in violation of the Texas
Disciplinary Rules of Professional Conduct and appropriate orders were entered. Thé Court
sanctioned Respondent to a two (2) year Fully Probatéd Suspension and ordered additional terms
of the judgment. According to the terms of the judgment, among other things, Respondent was
ordered to pay to the State Bar of Texas the amount of Two Thousand Dollars and No Cents
($2,000.00) as attorneys’ fees incurred in the prosecution of that cause of action. Respondent was
ordered to pay the attorneys’ fees in monthly installments of One Hundred Dollars and No Cents
($100.00) beginning April 1, 1997. Respondent was advised that failure to comply with the terms
of the judgmeﬁt could result in revocation of her probation. | |

Between January 1999 and December 1999, the State Bar of ’i‘exas made written demands
on Respondent to pay the attorneys’ fees. The State Ba.r of Texas also made verbal telephone calls
to Respondent in an attempt to work something out with Respondent for payment of the attorneys’

fees. During that time, Respondent did not pay anything toward the attorneys’ fees and has made
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no*&fort to pay a single dollar toward payment of the fees. Respondent has wholly failed to pay
thos;a coui't'-brdé_red attomeyé’ fees, thus she has failed to comply with the terms of her disciplinary
judgment, in violation of the Texas Disciplinary Rules of Professional Conduct..

In addition a’nd under that same judgment, Respondent was ordered to submit to a
psychological examination and to complete additional training through the Professionall
Enhancement Program of the State Bar of Texas. Respondent failed to submit to the examination
and did not complete the Professional Enhancement Program training. Respondent violated the
Texas Disciplinary Rules of Professional .Conduct in that she failed to abide by a court order
regarding a disciplinary judgment.

The acts and/or omissions of the Respondent described in Paragraph III(A) above, which
occurred on or after January 1, 1990, consfitute conduct in violation of the following Rﬁles of the
Texas Disciplinary Rules of Professional Conduct ("TDRPC"):

8.04(a)(1) for violating these Rules, knowingly assisting or inducing another to do so, or

doing so through the acts of another, whether or not such violation occurred in the course of

a client-lawyer relationship; and :

8.04(a)(7) for violating any disciplinary or disability order or judgment.

The complaint that forms the basis of fhis cause of action was brought to the attention of
the Office of the General Counsel of the State Bar of Texas by the State of Texas filing a
complaint on or. about April 27, 1999.

Prayer
WHEREFORE, PREMISES CONSIDERED, Petitioner the COMMISSION FOR

LAWYER DISCIPLINE respectfully prays that this Court discipline Respondent by reprimand,
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suspension or disbarment, as the facts shall warrant; and that the Petitioner have all other relief
to which it may show itself to be justly entitled, including costs of court and attorneys’ fees.
